i 'T'HERE is probably no one who 

must be prepared to meet more 
new problems than the expert in 
i textiles. New methods, new designs 
and new products come to the fore 
j as styles chanKe and science makes 
I possible the utilisation of now raw 
' materials. 

Back in the days of our irrand- 
I parents no one dreamed of the bc- 
wilderinp variety of fabrics the 
I mills of today turn out. No one 
I knows today what the mills will be 
producing five years from now, but 
that they will be producing and 
looking for new blood and new ideas 
to keep themselves abreast of prog¬ 
ress is as certain as anything can 
be in this uncertain world.

In fact, the textile industry stands 
out as one in which the positions 
of responsibility are largely filled 
by men who have risen from the 
ranks by using every opportunity to 
study the technical side of their 
work while gaining practical expe¬ 
rience in the mills.
